There  is  a  special  significance  to  this  year's  December 
auction  because  many  of  our  consignors  are  donating  a  portion  of  their  proceeds  to  the  A  N  A 
building  fund. 

The  copper  section  has  an  outstanding 
selection  of  both  large  and  small  cents  highlighted  by  numerous  red  Large  Cents,  proof  examples  of 
the  1856  Flying  Eagle  and  1877  Indian  Cents,  and  a  mint  state  1914-D  The  Two  Cent  offering  is  com¬ 
plete  and  is  highlighted  by  a  Proof  65  1873.  All  three  types  of  Three  Cent  Silvers  are  represented  in¬ 
cluding  a  dozen  specimens  that  justify  photographs  in  our  catalog.  Not  to  be  outdone,  the  Three  Cent 
Nickels  include  a  comprehensive  selection  including  the  rare  and  popular  1877  issue. 

The  Half  Dime  selection  is  our  finest  offering  since  last  year's  A  N  A  Sale.  There  are  numerous 
prooflike  and  mint  state  specimens  that  await  your  scrutiny  The  five  cent  pieces  in  the  Shield,  Liber¬ 
ty,  and  Buffalo  categories  abound  with  mint  state  and  proof  examples. 

Although  the  Early  Dimes  contain  many  splendid  examples,  it  is  the  Mercury  Dimes  that  deserve 
special  recognition  Highlights  include  a  1916-D  that  brought  $5,750  in  our  1980  ANA  Auction,  two 
mint  state  1921-D  pieces,  a  semiprooflike  1926-S,  and  the  finest  1 942/1 -D  Dime  that  we  have  handled 
In  the  Twenty  Cent  Pieces,  both  proof  and  gem  mint  state  specimens  are  included. 

A  noteable  array  of  quarters  awaits  the  prospective  bidder  Most  of  the  scarce  dates  in  the  1880's 
are  represented  as  well  as  numerous  quality  examples  of  the  Barber  and  Standing  Liberty  series 

The  half  dollar  section  includes  a  prooflike  1836  reeded  edge,  a  gem  1874  with  arrows,  and  a  wide 
selection  of  Barber  material  However,  it  is  the  Walking  Liberty  series  that  garners  the  most  attention 
Replete  with  rarities,  a  covey  of  superior  specimens  between  1916  and  1933-S  awaits  your  attention 
This  is  our  finest  offering  of  this  series  in  over  a  year. 

The  silver  dollar  section  contains  no  less  than  three  high  grade  Flowing  Hair  Dollars,  one  of  which 
is  AU.  The  Seated,  Morgan,  Peace  and  Trade  Dollar  sections  are  stocked  with  mint  state  and  proof 
examples.  Of  particular  note  are  a  gem  prooflike  1889-CC  Morgan  as  well  as  an  1892-S  Dollar  that  is 
certainly  among  the  finest  known,  an  outstanding  1897-0,  and  an  affordable  example  of  the  king  of 
the  series:  a  circulated  1895  proof. 

The  Commemorative  Gold  and  Silver  sections  offer  a  past  look  at  our  country's  history  as  ex¬ 
emplified  by  our  nation's  coinage. 

The  gold  section  of  our  A  N  A.  Building  Fund  Sale  contains  one  of  the  most  historic  and  rare  of  all 
U  S.  coins:  the  1854-0  Double  Eagle.  The  coin  last  sold  for  $45,000  in  1979  While  not  everyone  is 
able  to  afford  this  rarity,  the  gold  section  does  offer  a  wide  variety  of  material  suitable  for  all  pocket- 
books  including  these  interesting  examples:  an  1801  Eagle  in  EF/AU  48,  and  several  $3.00  Gold  Pieces 
including  two  that  are  MS  65.

Bidding  In  An  Unreserved  Auction 


In  an  unreserved  auction,  there  are  no  hold  or  reserve  bids  on  any  lots  Each  lot  is  sold  to  the  highest  bidder 

In  bidding  by  mail,  it  is  possible  to  purchase  a  coin  at  a  price  less  than  your  maximum  bid  The  following  is  an 
explanation  of  the  mail  bid  procedures  followed  by  this  company 

Bids  are  recorded  as  they  are  received  At  the  close  of  mail  bidding,  the  highest  and  second 
highest  bids  are  transferred  to  the  bid  book 

On  the  floor  of  the  auction,  bidding  is  opened  at  5  to  10%  above  the  second  highest  mail  bid 
This  bid  is  submitted  by  our  company  acting  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail  bidder  If  the  auctioneer 
recognizes  no  other  bids  from  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot  at  the  opening  bid 
If  bidding  proceeds  from  the  floor,  the  company,  acting  as  the  mail  bidder's  agent,  registers  bids  in  5  to 
10%  increments  over  the  previous  bid  This  process  is  continued  until  the  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the 
lot,  or  the  next  bid  is  higher  than  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid 

An  example  of  this  procedure  is  set  forth  under  these  conditions 

On  iot  25,  highest  mail  bidder  submits  a  bid  of  $100,  second  highest  mail  bid  is  at  $50  In  this 
case,  bidding  on  the  floor  starts  at  $55,  and  is  bid  by  our  company  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail 
bidder  If  no  other  bids  are  submitted  by  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder,  who  bid  $100,  has 
purchased  the  lot  for  $55  If  other  bids  come  from  the  floor,  we  bid  for  the  highest  mail  bidder  in 
5  —  10%  increments,  as  set  by  the  auctioneer,  until  we  reach  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid  of  $100 
Since  bidding  has  passed  the  mail  bidder's  maximum/we  take  no  other  action,  and  the  bidding 
continues  on  the  floor  until  the  final  purchaser  has  been  recognized  by  the  auctioneer 

Using  this  procedure,  the  mail  bidder  retains  many  of  the  advantages  of  the  floor  bidder 

As  outlined  above,  it  is  clear  to  see  that  coins  can  be  purchased  at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum  mail  bid 
This  method  of  bidding  for  mail  bidders  is  followed  in  this  and  all  of  our  auctions 

A  10%  buyer's  premium  will  be  added  to  all  invoices. 


Quantitative  Grading 


The  coins  in  the  sale  are  all  graded  in  accordance  with  the  standards  established  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  Grading  Guide. 

The  quantitative  grading  system  is  utilized  in  describing  and  grading  all  coins  in  this 
catalog.  The  quantitative  grade  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  traditional  letter  grade  in 
order  to  best  describe  the  condition  of  the  coin

One  of  the  best  educational  tools  employed  by  today's  numismatists  is  monitoring  cur¬ 
rent  auctions.  By  reviewing  lots  offered  in  auction  catalogs  and  their  respective  prices  realized, 
a  collector  can  not  only  estimate  the  value  of  his  current  collection  and  the  value  of  coins  he 
wants,  he  also  can  spot  trends  in  the  market. 

Many  collectors  interested  in  historical  values  and  past  trends  carry  their  research  one 
step  further  by  reviewing  results  of  auctions  conducted  years,  even  decades,  ago.  For  those  of 
you  who  enjoy  this  endeavor,  we  offer  you  a  concise  look  at  the  Anderson  Dupont  Sale, 
conducted  by  Stacks'  in  September  and  November  of  1954. 

The  sale  is  best  known  for  the  collection  of  Large  Cents  it  contained.  And  well  it  should 
be!  On  the  September  24  and  25  sessions  of  the  sale,  a  total  of  1,028  Large  Cents  were  sold. 
The  first  year  of  issue  alone  was  represented  by  six  Chain  Cents,  thirteen  Wreath  Cents,  and 
five  Liberty  Cap  Cents. 

Some  of  the  more  important  coins  included:  lot  #7,  one  of  the  finest  Sheldon  5  1793 
Wreath  Cents  at  $1,200;  lot  #22,  a  mint  state  1793  Liberty  Cap  Cent  at  $1,500;  lot  #128,  a 
mint  state  1796  at  $600  and  lot  #496,  a  mint  state  1808  coin  at  $275.  In  the  same  sale,  proof 
Large  Cents  (which  were  very  well  represented)  brought  between  $70  and  $375  each  while  un¬ 
circulated  specimens  of  the  same  dates  generally  brought  from  between  $7  and  $30  each. 

As  impressive  as  the  selection  of  Large  Cents  was,  the  sale  was  by  no  means  lacking  in 
other  noteworthy  coins.  The  1796  "pole"  and  1796  "no  pole"  Half  Cents  brought  $2,300  and 
$3,000  respectively.  The  former  piece  reappeared  in  a  1975  sale  at  the  somewhat  higher  price 
of  $20,000  and  would  be  worth  still  more  than  that  today.  Other  rarities  included  an  1802 
Half  Dime  in  EF  at  a  seemingly  modest  price  tag  of  $1,025,  a  BU  1918/17-S  Quarter  at  $310, 
an  1870-S  Seated  Dollar  at  $4,000  (a  coin  that  would  sell  for  approximately  ten  times  that 
amount  today)  and  an  1884  proof  Trade  Dollar  for  $2,500,  a  coin  that  is  probably  worth 
twenty  times  that  amount  in  today's  market. 

Clearly,  the  Anderson  Dupont  Sale  was  more  than  just  a  group  of  oversize  Pennies,  it 
was  a  sale  the  quality  and  scope  of  which  we  see  only  on  very  rare  occasions.

#E-6562-D.  Bold  date,  denomination  and  pine  tree,  although  the 
center  Roman  numeral  has  been  skillfully  strengthened.  The 
planchet  is  only  slightly  clipped.  A  presentable  and  affordable  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  historic  issue. 


HALF  CENTS 

2  1793  EXTREMELY  FINE  (45)  Well  struck  on  an  outstanding 
planchet.  The  mahogany  and  tan  surfaces  are  spotless  and 
vibrant.  The  denticles  are  complete  and  distinct  on  each  side.  A 
small  patch  of  roughness  underlines  the  “F”  of  “HALF”  on  the 
reverse,  and  is  mentioned  solely  for  the  sake  of  future  identifica¬ 
tion.  Liberty’s  headband  is  sharply  outlined.  In  this  magnificent 
state  of  preservation,  this  classic  coin  will  undoubtedly  attract 
earnest  interest  from  serious  students  of  United  States 
numismatics,  (see  color  photo) 

3  1795  VERY  FINE  (25)  G-5,  plain  edge,  no  pole,  dark  color  and 
somewhat  porous. 

4  1797  VERY  FINE  (20)  A  planchet  flaw  extends  from  the  top  of 
Ms.  Liberty’s  cap  to  the  top  of  her  forehead.  Chocolate  brown 
color.  Interesting  “one  above  one”  variety. 

5  1802  2  Over  0  FINE  (15)  Gilbert  1,  Cohen  2.  New  reverse. 
Formerly  Lot  #19  from  Superior’s  November  76  sale  described  as 
“Very  slightly  later  die  state,  the  chips  between  IB  plain,  and  there 
are  very  faint  traces  here  and  there  of  rust;  no  reverse  cracks. 
Fine,  matte  dark  green  and  dark  steel.  Exceptionally  well  struck: 
HALF  CENT  plain  and  strong,  and  this  also  shows  more  than 
half  dentilated  border  on  obverse,  complete  border  on  reverse 
with  more  detail  than  on  many  specimens  of  technically  Very  Fine 
grade.  Some  peripheral  details  on  both  sides  are  of  Very  Fine 
sharpness,  but  the  surface  does  not  qualify  at  the  Very  Fine  level. 
Well  enough  struck  to  show  the  spine  from  right  stem  end  to  final 
A,  described  by  no  earlier  commentators,  but  present  on  the 
earliest  states.  No  cent  undertype  visible.  Several  ancient  obverse 
nicks  and  abrasions,  not  disturbing  the  color.”  The  coin  brought 
$500  then  and  is  worth  more  today. 

6  1804  Spiked  Chin  VERY  FINE  (35)  Popular  variety. 

7  1804  Spiked  Chin  EXTREMELY  FINE/ALMOST  UNCIR¬ 
CULATED  (48)  Well  struck  with  very  nice  color.  Very  difficult  to 
locate  in  grades  above  Very  Fine.  Popular  and  in  demand. 

8  1804  Crosslet  4,  With  Stems  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (55) 
A  very  light  scratch  starts  at  Ms.  Liberty’s  throat  and  traverses  her 
hair.  Well  struck.  Lovely  tan  color,  with  a  few  vestiges  of  mint 
red. 


9  1806  Large  6  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50)  Traces  of  faded 
mint  red. 

10  1828  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50)  Thirteen  Star  obverse. 

1  1  1833  MINT  STATE  (60)  Dark  brown  with  tinges  of  red.  (see  color 

photo) 

12  1835  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (53) 

13  1855  MINT  STATE  (60)  Mostly  brown  with  some  red  showing  on 
the  reverse.  Lot  #208  from  Kagin’s  1977  ANA  Sale. 

14  1857  MINT  STATE  (63)  Red  and  brown.  A  small  planchet  defect 
between  stars  eight  and  nine  on  the  obverse,  and  another  amidst 
the  denticles  at  seven  o’clock  on  the  reverse.  Lot  #6  from  our 
March,  1980,  Matthews  Sale,  (see  color  photo) 

15  1857  MINT  STATE  (65)  Easily  more  red  than  brown.  Well  struck 
for  this  often  weak  issue.  A  spotless  and  attractive  representative 
of  the  last  date  of  this  obsolete  denomination,  (see  color  photo) 


LARGE  CENTS 

16  1793  Chain  ABOUT  GOOD  (3)  Variety  with  “AMER1.”  reverse. 
Stronger  on  the  reverse  (as  is  almost  always  the  case  with  these 
coins)  with  full  lettering.  Legible  date.  A  presentable  example  of 
this  popular  coin. 

17  1793  Chain  ABOUT  GOOD  (3)  Bold  chain;  faint  date.  Some 
slight  roughness  upon  the  light  brown  surfaces. 

18  1793  Wreath  GOOD  (6)  Vine  and  bars  edge.  A  nick  on  Liberty’s 
forehead;  otherwise,  a  normal  amount  of  surface  roughness  for  a 
Wreath  Cent  of  this  grade.  The  date  is  weak  but,  at  an  angle,  com¬ 
pletely  visible. 

19  1794  VERY  FINE  (30)  A  minor  rim  ding  at  two  o’clock  on  the 
obverse.  The  serenely  smooth  surfaces  are  of  an  attractive 
medium  brown  color.  S-65. 

20  1794  EXTREMELY  FINE  (40)  Dark,  glossy  surfaces  which  are 
quite  attractive  despite  some  unobtrusive  obverse  roughness. 
S-31 . 

21  1795  Lettered  Edge.  FINE  (12)  Dark  and  porous. 

22  1 804  GOOD  (4)  A  dozen  or  so  old,  faint  lacerations  on  each  side. 
A  good  space  filler. 

23  1804  Restrike  MINT  STATE  (60)  Struck  in  the  very  late  stages  of 
the  possibly  pilfered  dies,  with  the  obverse  rust  and  reverse 
weakness  especially  pronounced.
